FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

Fractional  Currency  is  a  very  important  part  of  numismatics.  Due  to  the  problems  created  by  the  Civil 
War  (1861  to  1865),  there  became  a  “hard  money”  problem  in  this  country.  On  July  17,  1862,  President 
Lincoln  signer:  the  law  that  adopted  postage  stamps  as  currency.  Due  to  the  shortage  of  postage  stamps 
which  was  caused  by  this  new  act.  Postmaster  General  Blair  and  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue 
Boutwell  settled  the  problems  when  they  decided  to  print  special  stamps  for  the  Treasury.  These  stamps 
vvt  ic  issued  in  sizes  more  convenient  to  handle  than  the  regular  size  postage  stamps  and  of  course  were 
lcfr  without  gum  on  the  backs.  On  March  3, 1863,  the  government  provided  a  new  law  that  would  permit 
the  printing  of  fractional  notes. 

In  1962,  the  Treasury  Department  stated  that  less  than  one  half  of  one  percent  of  the  amount  of  frac¬ 
tional  currency  issued  was  still  outstanding.

Ciani  2064;  Mazard  1;  Charlton  1;  BR-501;  Red  Book, 
pg.  28,  of  which  this  specimen  is  the  actual  plate  coin.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  only  3 
specimens  have  appeared  on  the  numismatic  market  in  the  past  35  years,  within  the  United 
States.  The  Fred  Baldwin  specimen  was  sold  by  New  Netherlands  Coin  Co.  April  22,  1960.  It 
appeared  again  in  Stack’s  auction  November  12,  1974  where  it  realized  $16,000.00  in  about 
Very  Fine  condition.  The  Count  Ferrari  specimen  was  sold  in  the  1964  A.N.A.  auction  and  was 
catalogued  as  possibly  being  the  finest  known,  (Extremely  Fine/Very  Fine),  and  realized 
$4,100.00.  The  specimen  was  purchased  by  J.  Guy  Clements  who  later  consigned  it  to  auction  in 
March  of  1976  where  it  realized  $10,000.00.  We  are  extremely  proud  to  offer  the  third  specimen 
which  was  purchased  by  the  consignor  from  a  well  known  Canadian  collector.  This  specimen, 
like  the  two  mentioned  above,  displays  normal  signs  of  wear  and  weakly  struck  centers  which 
appear  to  be  characteristic  of  the  type.  A  few  light  scratches  and  digs  in  the  fields,  but  not  dis¬ 
pleasing.

Unique  Overstrike  on  a  Half  Dollar  Trial  Piece  lj*A Ajla,  V^- 

1795.  Gilbert  5.  From  our  Charles  Ruby  Part  I  sale,  lot  196  and  described:  Overstruck  on  a  cop¬ 
per  trial  piece  of  a  1795  half  dollar,  Beistle  11-P  =  Overton  117  (one  of  the  earliest  varieties  of 
the  year,  having  a  reverse  first  used  in  1794).  LIBERTY  and  8th  star  (left  of  L)  show  at  upper  ob¬ 
verse,  parts  of  UNITED  and  wreath  on  reverse,  enough  to  make  the  attribution  absolutely  be¬ 
yond  question.  Very  Good/Almost  Fine,  chocolate  brown,  granular  but  attractive  surfaces. 
Attributed  by  Walter  Breen  around  1954  in  settlement  of  a  controversy  over  the  identity  of  the 
undertype.  Unique ,  though  one  other  similar  piece  is  known  struck  on  a  copper  trial  piece  of  a 
1794  half  dollar.  At  present,  no  other  copper  trial  piece  of  a  half  dollar  of  1795  is  known  to 
exist.  Listed  as  Judd  22.  It  is  unlikely  that  more  than  one  trial  piece  was  made  from  any  one  pair 
of  dies,  and  it  is  a  miracle  that  one  of  these  should  have  survived  even  in  this  form.

Gilbert  3,  overstruck  on  1797/ cent,  Sheldon  1^8,  which  overstrike  was  about  75%  off 
center  so  that  RIC  and  border  show*— nothing  els'e^and  nothing  on  the  obverse.  The  undertype 
can  be  identified  with  certainty  as  only  this  reverse  (1797  H)  has  the  letters  RIC  positioned  in 
exactly  this  way,  and  this  is  from  the  earliest  state  before  the  defect  at  I  of  AMERICA  developed. 

The  half  cent  is  from  an  early  state  of  dies,  without  the  reverse  crack.  Overall  Very  Good  or  bet-  / 
ter  in  sharpness,  obverse  porous,  reverse  darker  and  with  light  uniform  roughness.  Unusual  over-  00 0 
strike,  the  more  so  in  that  the  undertype  is  attributable.

Mr.  Johnson  had  ob¬ 
tained  some  photographs  of  the  present  day  site  of  Palmyra  showing  the  extensive  ruins  of  this 
once  beautiful  city.  These  photos  and  the  three  coins  were  mounted  in  a  heavy  plastic  case. 
Also  included.  It  might  be  interesting  to  note  that  an  ancient  tradition  refers  to  Zenobia  as  having 
been  Jewish.  She  is  mentioned  in  the  Talmud  as  having  protected  the  rabbis  in  Palmyra  (Talm. 
Jer.  Ter.  viii,  46b).  The  Zenobia  coin  is  both  well  struck  and  well  centered,  although  the  flan  is 
slightly  irregular.  The  portrait  is  well  above  the  averate  for  the  Alexandrine  tetradrachms.  The 
only  similar  coin  that  could  be  traced  in  the  last  10-15  years  was  the  T.O.  Mabbott  specimen 
which  was  the  type  of  BMC-2398  but  in  much  lower  grade.  The  rarity  of  this  coin  can  be  com¬ 
pared  to  that  of  the  Roman  antoninianus  of  Zenobia  which  was  sold  in  our  June  1975  sale  for 
$10,000.00.  Although  this  coin  will  probably  not  reach  that  exalted  plateau,  it  should  realize 
well  into  four  figures.
